Alps. The sunset I am to sketch, like we 
suprise I have sketched, was made in a cloud- 
less sky.

The same must be said of 
the sunset: but, ike the correlative specta- 
cle, it is the best I bave geen 

As the sup peared the top of the Savoy 
Alps the moist air near the base, condeused 
by tie growing coolness, took the form of 
mist, white at first, but, as the sun sank, 
gradually deepening, through lilac, gray and 
steel color, li to black, whence shadows stole 
out, spreading slowly over the smooth lake, 
giving it the Lue of a ripe blue-plum with the 

wp on, du the acclivities of the Swise 
Alpe behind me. covering at last everytai 
except the Rocher de Niye and Dent de 
Jaman, Which stul tosered in sunlight, 
though aliaround me lay in shade. Mean 
while the sun, even when sunk out of my 
view, shone to the right full-orbed upon the 
slopes and «welle of the Jura at the back of 
Vevay and Lausanee, and across the lake in 
front of them, paintlog the lake, and the 
horizon with which it blended. in rose and 
lavender aud ieuwn, and showering over the 
terraced slopes and swelis the ashes of roses, 
whose purple tires, made livelier by the 
Guskness sironding the 2 — r Alps, 
seemed to de the thick-falling shadows.

The murderers strove to Side their work by 
making it appear that the? victims had been 
accidentally burved to desth; so they placed 
the bodies near each otler, piled some bed 
clothing on top of them, and set fire to the 
ghastly pile. Then tha fled. Their work 
was poorly done, howeve. The fire they bad 
kindled only smouldered,and eventually some 
persons passing saw the smoke and fire, and 
went in Their investigation revealed the 
horror that had been consummated. The 
bodies were all more er less scorched, but 
not enough to hide the manner in which their 
death bad come 

ABREST ANDSENTERCE. 

The murderers were soon afterward arrest 
ed at Altoona, tried, coavicted, and sentenced 
to be banged.
